Hearing of the assault charge 
against Privates P. J. Brain and 
H. James, of the South Walea 
Borderers, was © commenced be- 
fore Mr. Williams, at tho’ Cen- 
tral Magiatracy yesterday after- 
Noon.: : 


Outlining the cnse, Mr. T. 
Murphy, A‘S.P: sald that ‘on tha 
night of May 65, two Chincse detec- 
tives were out on patrol in Pedder 
Street, when they encountered a 
party of threo Europeans dressed 
in civilian attire: ‘Without any 
renaon that was apparent; one of 
the detectives was slapped while 
his companton was also struck in 
the chest, the man who was alleged 
to have carried out these two as- 
saults being described as the 
shorter of the two defendants now 
in Court, Private Brain. 


~ A whistle was blown, and in 
running away the defendants 
were arrested by other police, ona 
of whom said he saw the detective 
Chan Kiu being kicked’ ns he lay 
prostrate on the ground. A Chi- 
nere woman, who turned up at the 
Police Station later, also said she 
saw the assoult, bat denied having 
spoken to any of the luropeans 
prior to the incident, 


Medleal Evidence. 


Dr. [sane Newton was the first 
He deposed that 
Chan Kiu was admitted into the 
Government Civil Hospital in a 
semi-conscious condition, restless 
and vomiting, on one occasion, a 
streak of bivod. He continue! to 
be in a drowsy. condition until 
May 7 when, in addition, hey ehow- 
ed signs of cerebral irritation, 
He began to show improvement on 
May 18, and now behaved quite 
rationally and to all outward ap- 
pearances, fit. 


The patient had some severe 
cerebral injury the exaet nature 
of which witness’ could ‘not de- 
termine. It had affected his 
memory so far as the invident in 
which he received this injury was 
concerned, although his memory 
na regards past and recent events 
appeared to be normal, .The de- 
tective would not ‘be fit for work 
until the-end of the next month, 
and he would not be able to appear 
in the Court until then, 


A Very Thin Man.. 


In rely to Mr. Murphy. witness 
said he could observe no external 
bruises or other marks of injury. 
The patient however, complained 
to him of headaches and pains in 
the back. An X-Ray examination 
Tailed to reveal any bone injuries 
in the skull or spine. When (first 
admitted, he was in no position to 
muke a reply to any questions that 
witness would have put. He was 
i thin man, much thinner than he 
should have been, and he was 
even thinner now. 


In conversation he appeared to 
be normal, except when questioned 
in regard to the incident and then 
became indistinct. 
That much was tokl witness by 
those who had endeavoured to 
question him in regard to the facts 
of the present case. Such partial 
loss of memory was quite common, 
deelared Dr. Newton. 


A Difficult Casc. 


tn reply to Mr. D. B. Evans (for 
the defence), Dr. Newton said that 
ts far as he could ascertain, thers 
Were no marks on the head. Most 
probably the injury was concu 
sion to a portion of the spina 
vord. As he had already said. the 
oyact charaz'es of the injury was 
very difficult to determine.

They were dealing with -a 
closed box as {t were, and it was 
dificult to ascertain what the 
exact nature of the injury was.

As he staggered 
into the roadway: holding his head, 
he snw Chan Kiu also being 1s- 
saulted by Brain who struck him 
a blow in the chest. Chan Kiu 
dropped to the ground, 

Witness blew his whistle while 
endeavouring to lift Chan Kiu up. 
He later saw Brain again as he 
was brought back by. another. con- 
stable. He could not ‘identify 
James as-having been amongst the 
party of three he saw before the 
incident. Chan Kiu was not able 
to speak after witness had re- 
turned to his side.

T IS REPORTED from the 
Old Bailey that when an in- 
terpreter wus. about to bo sworn 
to take the evidence of t French 
witness the judge intervened with 
the question: “When you go into 
the Bodega and order drinks Jo 
you order them in English?” The 
witness replied in the alfirmative, 
whereupon the judge decrved that 
he was to answer the questions 
put to him in English. 

I dare say that Is good law. St. 
Pau) said: “If any man apeak In 
an unknown.tongue . . . let one 
interpret.” He thought that only 
in that, way could evidence be 
given “decently and = in order.” 
But this is not the Common Law. 
In ancient days indictments were 
read to Hliterate citizens in Latin, 
plendings were drafted in Law 
French; modern — statutes are 
often incomprehensible—even to 
judges. The law still continues 
to speak to us in an unknown 
tongue and no one has a right te 
have it property interpreted, 

* 


The rights of a forelgn witness 
in-an alien Court are obscure. 
Here in England he muat do ts 
the judge orders. If the only 
English phrase he happens to 
know “Another glass of sherry 
wine, please,” he must make that 
aunawer to any question put to 
him, | knew no law entitling a 
witness, either native or foreign, 
to demand that a question of 
counsel should be either sensible 
or comprehensible, On the other 
hand a criminal forelgner in the 
dock fs entitled to have things 
interpreted to him. 

The fact is thnt, to quote the 
Inte Serjeant Arnbin, “this mat- 
ter bristles with pitfalls'as an egg 
is full of meat.” Not only must a 
foreigner reply to questions in 
Snglish when told to do so, but it 
ix. a conclusive presumption of 
English Inw that foreigners are 
acquainted with all its intricacies, 
Theae things must seem to many 
of our visitors to savour of “dla- 
courtesy” rather than “presump- 
tion.” 

The notion that if-you can order 
drinks in « foreign tongue you 
cin understand the interrogatory 
of an Attorney-General requires 
the consideration of the League 
of Nations. The position of the 
tectotaller must be regularised. 
There must, I should fancy from 
my own experience, be many 
Englishmen who could success- 
fully demand vin «rdinatre in 
France or vino del peare in [taly, 
and yet Sail to grasp the niceties 
of the question of a public’ pro- 
secutor in the Innguage of either 
country.

--not, excluding your native 
tongue—you require m mastery of 
that langogge that few of us 
attain.

The contents of the first’ floor 
of No. 24 and the adjoining 
houre were severely damaged by 
fire but the buildings: were not 
xreatly -affected. The houses are 
of four storeys, and coach covera 
an area of about 60 feet by 46. 
Tho ground floor of one of them 
is used by a tallor, the upper 
floors of the other house, 9 general 
ealera’ shop, being used as tene- 
ment houses,
